The working basis of the Young plan and the 
pre-moratorium payment scheme was that Ger- 
many borrowed in New York about $1.80 cents fc 
each dollar it paid as reparations, and the Allies 
sent the dollar back to New York on debt account 

New York got tired watching the merry-go-round 
which every year left it with less cash, less owing 
by the Allies, and more owing by Germariy. Now 
it wants to collect from Germany while Washington 
wants to collect from the Allies 

Since the Allies can no longer collect from Ger- 
many, this amounts to a proposal that they pay 
without getting paid. Neither Britain nor France 
accepts that solution of the difficulty 

Britain paid its instalment, accompanying this 
with a statement that the payment will have to be 
taken into account when the war debt question is 
subjected to a new examination. France is taking 
no chances, and demands the examination of debts 
before it pays anything more. 

Of the two, it is quite possible France's refusal 
to pay will do more than Britain's consent to pay

An army 
that never lost a battle—or won one either—is to 


be disbanded at the end of January, 1923 

M. Lafont, Minister of State of the Principality 
of Monaco, is the way of peace with the an- 
nounement that the Monegasque army of 96 men 
is to disbanded. Falling receipts from the roulette 
tables may have helped the decision, but who 
would impugn the motive of such a splendid ges- 
ture. Monte Carlo, the gambling hell of Europe, 
leads the procession of nations in the way of peace. 

But see what follows. Ninety-six handsome 
officious men and heads of families are at once 
hrown out of work. Another little army of men 
who made their uniforms, shined their boots and 
buttons, made their guns and swords and scabbards. 
find their occupations gone too. No rose but has 
its thorn; no advance but brings its anguish.

This is not chronicled to support the suggestion 
made by unthinking, desperate men, that what 
this world needs is another big war with lots of 
Slaughter and destruction to make us all happy 
and prosperous again.

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Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 

CAUSES OF “THAT TIRED FEELING 
Many people who are always tired out fee! that 
Usually such patients 


they need a lot more rest 
are suffering from too much rest and would find 
that more would lead to greater weariness. Chronic 
tiredness often requires something else beside rest 
is often the last stage bfore sickness develops. 

One who is chronically tired is being poisoned 
not be considered a form of sickness; however, to 
be tired at all times is not normal and such a state 
is often the last stage before sickness developes 

One who is chronically tird is being poisoned 
by waste products which have not been eliminated 
as fast as they should have been. Wher these toxic 
substances are gotten rid of, the tired feeling will 
vanish, leaving one feeling stronger and more vig- 


orous. 
Another powerful cause of fatigue lies in the 
wrong kind of a diet. For example, over-eating 


wrong food combinations, or an excess of heavy 
starchy foods may cause a listless heavy feeling 
One who doés not get enough vitamin C may fee 
sluggish but quickly loses his dull sensation if he 
will take a large glass of orange juice or tomato 
juice early in the morning. Eystrain, foot-strain 
and mild indigestion frequently appear as a gen- 
eral tiredness. 

Quite often one who is jaded is not getting 
enough sleep. Perhaps he is getting to bed early 
enough, but his rest is broken by coughing, dreams 
or distress due to gas on the stomach. One wh 
works or sleeps surrounded by many noises will 
often complain of persistent fatigue 

There is also a tired feeling which comes from 
actual over-work. Industrial leaders have found 
that the best way to avoid it is to allow the work- 
ers short rest periods. 

When the patient is always tired and yet doe 
not perform any hard labor, it fs oiten found he is 
suffering from what might be called psychological 
For example, one forced to do work which 
he does not like will become very tired. He suf- 
fers from lack of enjoyment of his work. Other 
causes of this type of tiredness are: discouragement 
disappointment, ambitions which remain 
bottled within one; unhappy environment, etc. This 
kind of tiredness does not prevent the patient fron 
getting through with the day's work and during any 
kind of rush or excitement it is likely to disappea

Also exercise helps burn up an axcess of 
food and reduces the danger of poisoning fron 
waste food.
